In the first place, they do not need thi_ 
enormous trains required for a European 
army. They are the most abstemious o 
men. Each man carries a skin of water 
and a small bag of grain, procured by 
purchase or barter from caravans. 
Theii 


camels and goats move with them, supply- 
ing them with milk and meat and sub- 
sisting upon the scanty herbage and the 
foliage of the thorny mimosa, growing in 
secluded wadies. 
These people could 


live upon the increase of their flocks 
alone, which they exchange readily for 
other commodities: but being the exclu- 
sive carriers and guides for all the travel 
and commerce that cross their deserts, 
they realize yearly amounts of money 
As to water, they know every nook and 
hollow in the mountains, away from the 
trails, where a few barrels of water collect 
in some shaded ravine, and they can 
scatter,every man for himself, to fill their 
water-skins. On my first expedition, near 
the close of the three years' drought, I 
reached some wellson which I vvasdepend- 
ing, and lound them entirely dry. 
It was 


several days to the next wells 
But my 


Bedouin guides knew some natural reser- 
voirs in the hills about six miles off. So 
they took the vvater camels at nightfall, 
and came back before daylight ivith the 
water skins filled. An invading army 
would find it hard to obtain guides and 
even ifihaji did, tWy .Bustiuwp^......^!,,,. 
and could not leave the line of march to 
look for water. 
Besides, the Bedouins, 


accustomed from infancy to regnd water 
as most precious and rare, use it with 
wonderful economy. 
Neither man nor 


animals drink more than once in forty- 
eight hours. As to washing, they never 
indulge in such wasteful nonsense. When 
Bedouins came to my camp, water was 
always offered them. Their answer would 
frequentiv be: "No, thanks: I drank yes- 
terday.' 
They knoiv well the importance 


of keeping up the habitof abstemiousness. 
No wonder they can subsist where invaders 
would quickly perish "

In regard to General Jackson's mar- 


riage, the "veteran meir.ber of the bar" 
is yet more deeply in fault. 
The Legis- 


lature of Virginia never granted Captain 
Robards (not Robords), a divorce from 
Mrs Robards (afterwards Mrs. Jackson). 
Captain Robards was a citizen of Virjn- 
ia (of which Kentucky was then part), at 
the time he applied to the Legislature of 
that State for a divorce, and the opinion 
of the Supreme Court referred to cnuld 
have presented no analogy to his case. 
Jackson never applied to a Kentucky 
Legislature on behalf of Mrs. Robards 
for a divorce, nor did that Legislature 
ever grant such divorce. The facts are 
correctly these 


Robards and his wife (nee Douelson), 


aftei frequent misunderstandings, finally 
separated. He applied (1790-1), to the 
Legislature of Virginia for a divorce on 
the ground that his wife had deserted him 
and was living "in adultery with one An- 
drew Jackson." The Legislature did not 
grant the petition, but passed an act au- 
thorizing the Supreme Court of tbe Dis- 
trict of Kentucky to summon a jury and 
"inquire into the truth ot the allegations 
cental ed in the declaration, and if it 
shall find, in substance, that the defend- 
ant hath deserted the plaintiff, and that 
she hath lived in adultery with another 
man since said desertion," a divorce 
should thereupon be granted. Robards 
allowed the matter to rest, without taking 
any further steps, for two or three year*, 
and until after Kentucky bad been admit* 
ed as a State, Mrs. llobarde having in tbe 
meantime intermarried with Jackson, in 
the mutual belief that she was already di- 
vorced. 
At the Court of Quarter Ses- 


sions for Mercer county, held at Harrodi- 
burg, in September, 1793, the cause was 
tried and the marriage .dissolved on the 
grounds stated by Robards in bis petition 
to the Virginia Legislature nearly three 
years before. 


And thus, to adopt the language of 


Parton, "the most chaste of women, and 
one of the few irreproachable public men 
of bis day," are recorded adulterers. 
They were remarried at Na»bville in Jan- 
uary, 1794, and woe to the man who, on 
account of that second ceremony, ever 
dared to cist any reflections upon <Bfc 
conduct of Mrs Jackson. For this of- - 
fense her husband, while on the Supreme 
Bench of Tennessee, fought the Governor 
of the State (Sevier), and, later, slew 
Charles Dickinson in one of the most 
desperate duels of modern days. To the 
end of his life be kept bi* pistols in read- 
iness to avenge any affront to her memo- 
ry arising out of the circumstances of his 
peculiar marriage.

Most of China's troubles have been 


with England, and in every case her 
forces have been igaominioiuly beaten. 
Her first serious lessons from foreigners 
were received from General Ward" and 
General Gordon during the Taepiug re- 
bellion. Something had been learned 
from previous defeats, but it was not 
much, and it was learned very unwillingly. 
England made its first entrance into the 
Flowery Kingdom through the East India 
Company, one of whose chief lines of trade 
was the exportation of opium from India. 
When the company's special privileges 
ceased in 1834, its charter was renewed 
under different conditions, but its opium 
was still bought by private merchants and 
sold in China. The Chinese complained 
of the bad effects of the drug on their 
people, but Lord Palmerston asserted 
that they could not be sincere since they 
allowed the cultivation of the poppy over 
a great part of the Empire. The traders 
paid little attention to the prohibition of 
the Chinese Government on the traffic, 
and at length a large quantity of opium 
in their hands was seized and destroyed. 
Out of this seizure grew the first opium 
war in 1840, though hostilities were not 
commenced till after some Englishmen 
had been arbitrarily imprisoned and put 
to death. Ningpo, Amoy and the Island 
of Chusan were captured. The English 
fleet went up the Peiho to threaten Pe* 
king. 
Finally, when the English were 


before Nankin, and its capture was but a 
question of a few days, a treaty was made 
by which Hongkong was ceded, and Can* 
ton, Amoy, Foo-choo-Foo, Ningpo and 
Shanghai were opened to English trade. 
The casualties of the English were not 
serious. In the towns assaulted, men, 
women and children perished in large 
numbers, husbands cutting the throats 
of their families, and wives and children, 
if they survived husbands and fathers, 
throwing themselves into ponds and wells. 


In 1858 a second war grew out of a 


slight trouble about a small piratical 
vessel in the Canton river called the Ar- 
row. It was built on the European model, 
and manned by Chinese, though its crew 
for their own purposes, sometimes carried 
the English flag. It was taken by the 
Cantonese authorities who claimed it as a 
Chinese cral't. The English professed to 
consider the affair as an insult to their 
flag. The Governor of Canton refused to 
apologize though he returned the prison- 
ers. 
Canton was bombarded. The Chi 


nese retorted by offering a reward for 
the head of every Englishman brought 
them. During the progress of this diffi- 
culty the boats of some American vessels 
were fired on by some o( the Cauton forts. 
The Commodore retorted by bringing the 
Portsmouth, San Jacinto and Levant to 
the spot and destroying the fortifications. 
Three hundred Chinese were killed and 
twenty-two Americans. 
It is the only 


serious difficulty this country lias ever 
had with China. The English took Can- 
ton and Yeh, its Governor. The Chinese 
yielded and a treaty was negotiated at 
Tientsin by Lord Elgin and Baron Gros. 
The time seemed opportune for opening 
diplomatic relations with Peking, and 
England, France, Russia and the United 
States united in the effort. 


England and France determined that 


the treatv should bo ratified only at Pe- 
king, and lor that purpose they advanced 
with a small combined squadron to the 
mouth of the Peiho. 
They were fired 


upon by the Taku forts 
They disem- 


barked 1,100 men to make an assault, but 
the intervening ground being low and 
muddy* th -y .vere not successful, nearly 
half their men being killed. 
The Beet 


was re-enforced and returned, bringing a 
land army. The forts were taken from 
the rear and the army advanced on Pe- 
king. During some of the preliminary 
arrangements, a small party of English 
and French were ambushed while in charge 
of a flag of truce and captured. 
The 


principal men were afterwards liberated, 
but the majority of the prisoners were put 
to death. The affair very nincli resem- 
bled that at Langson. 
The allies were 


enraged, and pushed their little army 
forward to Peking, which was surrenderei 
just us they were preparing to blow i 
one of the gates. The French looted th 
summer palace, an immense collection o 
buildings and gardens, covering severa 
square miles. It was afterwards burne 
by order of the English commander, anc 
has never been rebuilt. 
The Chines 


paid a large indemnity. Foreign minis 
ters were permitted to reside at Peking 
and Tientsin was opened to trade. 


The relations of Russia to China began 


when the Cossacks took possession of Si 
beria, more than two hundred years ago 
The first settlements on the Amoor were 
isolated and it was hard to protect them 
Sometimes they were taken by the Chi- 
nese, but when the danger of having the 
whole colony annihilated became immi- 
nent, the dispute was always settled bj 
diplomacy in which the Russians excelled 
Before the Crimean war they held the 
north bank of the Amoor to the sea. 
After it closed, taking advantage of the 
troubles of China, they compelled the 
cession of the territory south of the river 
or several hundred miles inland from its 
month as far as the northern line of Co- 
•ea. These events occurred between the 
years 1857 and 1861.

CLEARLY A CASE OF CONSCIENCE.—

Chaumont declared that fire is the only 
true disinfectant, and that the majority 
of so called disinfectants are simply de- 
odoronts. "The idea," said he, "that 
tobacco smoke or the odor of camphor is 
destructive of contagion is still exten- 
sively held, though it is simply absurd. 
A true disinfectant is a substance that 
will kill the germ or living particle in 
which the contagious principla resides, 
or through which it is conveyed." 
Until 


we know of what infection consists it is 
impossible to say what is or what is not a 
true disinfectant, though there is no doubt 
as to the value of fire. Perhaps a high 
temperature would be equally effective. 
Sulphurous acid gas, chlorine and even 
carbolic acid may be safely regarded as 
disinfectants in certain conditions, the 
present tendency being to employ the first 
whenever it is practicable to use the 
fumes of burning sulphur.

FISH1NQ FOR POBPOISE. 


C\PE MAY, N, J.. Sept. 10—A new 


industry whichtias been prosecuted with a 
fair measure of success during the summer 
and gives great promise of developing 
into a large and prosperous business ii 
the near future, is tbe catching of por- 
poises in the Delaware Bay. 
The idea 


was conceived by a number of Wilming- 
ton fishermen. 


A seine is used, which is necessarily 


very large, extensive and cumbersome 
It is about 1,000 yards long and is con- 
strut ted in three separate sections, which, 
when in tbe water, forms the section of a 
circle, the shore making the connecting 
chord. The net is deep enough to almost 
reach tbe sea bottom. 
The whole struc- 


ture forms a bag, theJimiti of which are 
conti acted as the h: ul is made. 


Tie school is suu'ounded by tho pon- 


. &>«*M$iltA *nd men then grasp it at 
each end, and tug it ashore, slowly and 
cautiously. The fish, feeling themselves 
beta;; drawn to the beach, struggle frun.- 
tically and desperately for freedom. They 
plutiL'O with violence into tho meshes of 
theii netted pen, and in water with depth 
enough to admit of their swimming 
strongly, they usually break their way 
through the hervy ropes, and go bellow- 
ing into deep water. 


Tlia scare among them and the excite- 


ment is intense. They lash the water 
into 
> foam, and savagely plunge at the 


net or aim to leap over its corks, blow 
and bellow like mad creatures. 
When 


eioitcd aqd aroused, the lazy, sleepy 
creatures are possessed of wonderful 
strength and animation 
Perhaps in one 


haul twenty fish may be netted, but it is 
infrequent that more than 25 per cent of 
tbe h lul is landed. 


However powerful in the water, tho 


fish are absolutely helpless, and practi- 
cally dead, the instant they are landed on 
tbe bi<ach. As soon as they are ashore 
the "sticker," with his large, sharp 
butcher knife, appears upon the scene, 
and inflicts a deep wound in the porpoise's 
neck, much in the same manner a pig 
would be 
butchered. The carcass is

The first Napoleon's hatred of and con- 


tempt for "idealogues" expressed in part 
the practical man's scorn for mere dream- 
ers, but expressed far more tho antago- 
nism of brute force to that subtle ideal 
force with which it had to struggle in 
vain. For ideals have their own laws of 
growth, and as the tender shoot of some 
vegetable organism will upheave the 
heavy god or split the hard rock, so will 
the development of some new conception 
often defy the constraints of material 
compression. The m>nute egg of the 
coral animal may grow into an oceanic 
islet, or into a reef besides which ships 
may sail for days, or even into a densely 
peopled 
land, with its railroads, cities 


and busy commerce. Similarly, and idea 
from the brain of some Descarte or 
Hobbes, some solitary sage of Konigs- 
berg, or a Genevan skull, full of imagin- 
ation, but empty of morals, may, in the 
course of a few centuries, transform the 
aspect of the civilized world. The pres- 
ent is a time when scientific conceptions 
have a quite exceptional social potency, 
and we venture to think that some of 
those who hive attained currency merit 
more attention from non-scientific read- 
ers than they have received on account of 
the relations thyy bear to temporary 
politics. 
We believe that many of the 


errors of even the most extreme school 
of Nihilists are the outcome of one re- 
condite and mistaken philosophic idea, 
apparently quite remote from the sphere 
ot politics. 
This idea may be shortly 


expressed as the mechanical conception 
of the universe 
But if we are right in 


believing that this conception is at the 
root of such political errors, they have 
also a common origin from a source much 
less remote 
They niaj by considered, 


m the first place, ah developments of the 
main political error of Jean, Jacques 
.Rousseau, whose dreams have had results 
which now threaten so much of Europe 
with revolution and anarcny. This main 
political error is the conception that the 
art of politics is a mere matter of count- 
ing heads, one man being absurdly rep- 
resented to be "as good as another." 
Hence arises the profound error of re- 
garding a nation as a mere loose aggre- 
gate of similar units, instead of as an 
organic whole composed of a system ot 
mutually related parts (having veiy dif- 
ferent values and very diverse functions) 
from the family upward. J5ut this imag- 
inary reduction ol one national organic 
whole into a mass of separate, similar 
atoms is really but one of many exam- 
ples of that modern tend, ,lcy to regard 
all action as merely mechanical which 
has increasingly invaded every branch of 
knowledge, to the profound detriment of 
morals and religion.—Britldi Quarterly

$3 75 a pound. There are no large farms 
entirely devoted to this product, but ii is 
cultivated in small quantities by many 
farmeis.
